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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The proposed drawing correction and/or the proposed substitute sheets of drawings, filed 
on October 3, 2002 have been approved. A proper drawing correction or corrected drawings are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The correction to 
the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-4 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over U.S. Patent 
No. 4,973,896 to Shiga et al. in view of U.S. Patent No. 4,794,898 to Kato. 

Shiga et al. clearly teaches the construction of an automobile generator apparatus (1) 

having: 

a converter (17) composed of semiconductor rectifying devices for rectifying the 
power output of a magnetic generator and an inverter (4) for converting a direct current 
output of the converter into an alternating current form of a particular frequency, 
comprising: 
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a semiconductor rectifying device driving means (70) for controlling the 
conduction of the semiconductor rectifying devices to maintain the voltage output of the 
converter at a target voltage level; 

a revolution detecting means (6) for detecting the revolution of the magnetic 
generator; 

a target voltage setting means for determining the target voltage level so that the 
target voltage level show a positive characteristic to the revolution detected; 

a conduction rate detecting means for detecting the conduction rate of the 
semiconductor rectifying devices; 

an engine revolution controlling means (9) for controlling the revolution of an 
engine to drive the generator so that the conduction rate is converged on a predetermined 
target rate, wherein the controlling of the revolution of the engine is implemented by 
adjusting the supply of fuel to the engine, wherein a rate of change of the revolution of 
the engine is greater at an increase than at a decrease thereof (Figure 53). 
However, it fails to disclose the engine revolution controlling means arranged to decrease 
the revolution of the engine when the deviation of the conduction rate from the target rate is 
positive and increase the same when negative. 

Kato teach the construction of an apparatus and method for engine idle speed control 
having engine revolution controlling means arranged to decrease the revolution of the engine 
when the deviation of the conduction rate from the target rate is positive and increase the same 
when negative (Figures 6 and 10) for the purpose of either increasing or decreasing the idle 
speed of an engine so that the actual conduction rate approaches the desired conduction rate. 
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It would have been obvious to one skilled in the art at the time the invention was made to 
use the apparatus and method disclosed by Kato on the automobile generator disclosed by Shiga 
et al. for the purpose of either increasing or decreasing the idle speed of an engine so that the 
actual conduction rate approaches the desired conduction rate. 

Conclusion
